Second: Because we are not in synv 
p^thy with the hysterical oratory 
which is providing "sensation" head- 
lines for a section of the daily press. 

We cannot forget that these old fire- 
eaters belong to that generation which 
produced the great war of 1914. The 
pre-war style of oratory sounds a little 
thin in a world which is to-day trying 
to escape the results of its last orgy of 
militarism. 

Still there are hundreds of young 
men who would like the adventure of 
another war. Just as there are business 
men who dream hungrily of the profits 
from army contracts. And there are 
politicians and humbugs who delight in 
dictatorship and censorship and brass 
hats. 

Our opposition to the current war 
talk does not mean that we advocate 
stripping ourselves defenceless. 

While this country is committed to 
the White Australia policy we must 
recognise that we are ourselves con- 
tributing to the list of factors which 
make for world disquiet. 

But we cannot think that the Com- 
monwealth Government is to puerile 
that it is afraid to look after the defence 
needs of Australia without the stimulus 
of ranting oratory.
